The Pied Pipers 
from 
Hamlin 
endured

toughest test ever here Friday 
night, but in the end walked 
away with the C lass AA State 
track cham pionship of Texas. 
The m argin w as just four 
points, 60-56. over fast-closing 
Elgin 
Bill Cork finished the meet 
one point shy of high point 
honors, losing to Shifton Baker 
of Elgin 25-24 
Hamlin team ­ 
m ate Johnny Jones was third 
with 22. 
For the Pied Pipers, it w as a 
c a se of C ork 
w inning 
his 
sp e c ia litie s, 
th e 
440 
in 
a 
blistering 47.8 and the high 
jum p in 6-412, and it w as Jones 
winning the 100-yard dash in 9.8 
and taking second in the 220 


( 22 . 1 ), 
David Willis had to settle for 
third in the 330 interm ediate 
hurdles, while the combination 
of Alfred McAfee, Jones, Albert 
McAfee, and Bill Cork wound up 
second in the 440 relay. 
In the evening’s final event, 
the m ile relay, Hamlin was 
simply m auled by an unusually 
talented field The Pied Pipers 
w ere in contention — and even 
led — through the first lap. 
But after Milton Jones handed 
Alfred McAfee the baton, the 
Pied Pipers fell behind, and on 
the exchange, Willis took off too 
q u ick ly . T he re s u lt w as a 
terrible handoff which took the 
Pipers out ol contention 
Cork m ade a valiant effort to 
catch up — but with a 30-yard 
deficit, he wound up burning 


h im s e lf out com ing out of the 
final turn. The P ipers wound up 
a dism al seventh in that event 
It 
re a lly 
d id n 't 
m a tte r, 
though, since Hamlin already 
had the m eet sewn up 
The 
Pied 
P ipers 
actually 
started the evening in disap­ 
pointment. 
In 
v ery 
u n c h a ra c te ristic 
form, Cork took the baton with 
Hamlin holding a slight lead, 
but Bellville, which qualified for 
the state m eet at 42.7, moved 
ahead for the gold m edal when 
anchorm an H arold Frank took 
the baton and sim ply outran 
Cork to the finish line. 
In the 440, Cork still appeared 
unusually tight, but ins time

Getz in The State Line Tribune of 
Farwell that we think deserves some 
thinking on. In his column “ Purely 
Personal” John says that he has a 
hard time reconciling the trend of this 
country toward the youth. 
John questions the assertions that 
because this coming generation is 
supposedly 
the 
best 
educated 
generation, they are ready for adult 
responsibilities at a younger age. He 
says, and we agree, that this contains 
two fallacies. First is the question of 
equating education with wisdom, and 
secondly is the assumption that they 
want adult responsibilities earlier in 
life. 
Again we concur when he makes 
the flat statement that the amount of 
book learning is no criterion upon 
which 
to 
base 
a 
supposition 
of 
maturity and the ability to exercise 
sound judgement by an individual. 
“ We have come across people of 
great, education, in limited areas, who 
were social and economic babes in the 
woods 
Likewise we have known 
many persons of very limited formal 
education who were doing very well 
from a social and economic stand­ 
point,” he writes. 
As a father of three we tend to agree 
with John when he questions whether 
the real majority of youth want to be 
considered adults with the attendant 
legal 
responsibilities 
thrust 
upon 
them. “After all.” he continues, “ the 
exercise of naive youthful minds in 
dealing with many matters can have 
very adverse social and economic 
effects lasting for years. We think 
most young folks would rather be 
protected from their mistakes until 
they have gained more experience in 
dealing with the hard facts of life.” 
Of course, in contradiction to the 
backward thinking of both John and 
me, the Texas State Senate recently 
approved a bill that would give the 18- 
year-olds the rights of an adult. 
We were not in favor of giving the 
vote to 18-year-olds for a number of 
reasons, one of which was that most 
of them were still in high school at 
that age, and cannot feel it is wise to 
extend to them all the responsibilities 
of adulthood at this age.
